employed with Radio Liberty in Munich 


1. According to a Czech citizen, active member of a 
Ukrainian community in Czechoslovakia, Jaroslav SIRKA, who 
reportedly was in Italy in late October of this year and was 
to be employed with Radio Liberty in Munich, left a wife and 
child in Czechoslavakia . The implication seemed to be that 
SIRKA abandoned them. His first wife, from whom he is 
divorced, lives in the Ukraine. The source said he had 

a poor opinion of SIRKA, who was a close friend and 
collaborator of Fedor SURNAK, who is a collaborator of 
fnu DUSAK, an STB officer in Presov, CSSR.
